ETROIT, Jan, 18.—The 

demand of several states 
for two sets of brakes will be 
satisfied by the Ford Motor 
|\Company. The following an-

“To meet the technical require- 
ments of a few states, the Ford 
Motor Company is planning to 
equip all new Ford cars and trucks 
with a separate parking brake. The 
brake is on the transmission shaft, 
and is of the two-shoe, contract- 
ing, self-energizing type, operated 
by a hand lever, which will be lo- 
cated in the center of the car, 
slightly forward of the gear shift.

Washington Court 
Sales Contract 


Rules Conditional 
Voids Third Party

LYMPIA, WASH., Jan. 18.— 
Automobile dealers through- 

out Washington are concerned by 

a recent decision of the State Su- 
preme Court holding that the 
conditional sales contract form 
now in general use in this state is, 
in ‘fact, a chattel mortgage, and 
void as it relates to all third par- 

| ties. 
* The decision seriously impairs the 
ralue of a vast majority of the con- 
jitional sales contracts now in ef- 
fect in Washington. 

The clause in the contract which 
esulted in the Supreme Court's rul- 
ing is employed by nearly every 
type of merchant who sells goods 
on the installment plan, and so the 
decision affects jewelers, furniture 
men, clothiers, radio dealers and 
sthers besides automobile dealers. 

The clause in question provides 
or a deficiency judgment in cases 
ghere the property involved is re- 
yossessed by the seller. This, the 
3upreme Court held, makes the in- 
strument a chattel mortgage, but, 
ince it lacks the acknowledgment 
efore a notary public and the affi- 
javit of good faith required for 
hattel mortgages, it is not good 
against a third party. ; 
Attorneys contend that this means

| The case in question was brought 
by the West American Finance Com- 
jpany of Seattle against George Fin- 
| stad. 

A Seattle automobile dealer had 
sold an automobile to an unnamed 
individual under a conditional sales 
contract and then had turned the 
contract over to the finance com- 
pany. Later the buyer turned the 
car back to the dealer, who then 
sold it to Finstad for cash. When 
the original buyer defaulted, the 
finance company brought an action 
against Finstad, but a non-suit was 
granted. 

Automobile dealers and automo- 
bile finance companies explain that 
they will be able to work out a new 
contract form for use in future sales 
that will eliminate this feature, but 
they are puzzled as to what remedy 
they may have as to millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of contracts now out- 
standing.
